FREE LEONARD PELTIER! 


The White House officially released a statement last November 27 reaffirming the 
President’s commitment to deciding on Leonard Peltier’s clemency petition before 
leaving office. Let’s give the White House an overwhelming reaction of support for 

Leonard Peltier’s clemency! In our last urgent telephone action, we said we would 
update you after December Ist. Since there has been no decision, it is important to keep 
up and increase, the intensity of our calls. Please continue the daily calls through 
_ December Ist and on through the month of December. There is a good chance a 





Holiday, so please hang in there and keep up the great work! 

The wave of support for Leonard’s release clearly has the FBI worried. The FBI Agents Association and 
the Society of Former FBI Agents have organized a telephone campaign to the White House in an attempt to 
discourage a grant of executive clemency. They have purchased a toll free number for their membership to utilize 
when calling the White House. 

It is critical that we do not allow the FBI to drown us out. Therefore, we have also purchased a toll free 
number for Leonard Peltier supporters, who are unable to afford the long distance calls, to use. The number is: 1- 
877-561-1364. The Leonard Peltier Defense Committee will be paying by the minute for all toll free calls. 

Calling the regular White House number (202-456-1111) ona daily basis averages about $2.00 -$5.00 a 
week per person. If you cannot afford this amount, or if you or people you know do not have access to long 
distance calling, please utilize our toll free number. If you can afford 
the $2.00-$5.00 a week, please do not use the toll free number. 

To refute the FBI’s message, it is important that we stress to 
operators the following: We support clemency because Leonard Peltier 
never received a fair trial, and the US Prosecutor has since admitted 
several times that he does not know who killed the agents. Literally no 
evidence of his guilt exists, and yet he has served over 24 years in 
prison. Ending this injustice would be an honorable step toward 
reconciliation with Indigenous Peoples across the United States.

I ask you to grant the clemency petition in the spirit of 
truth and reconciliation, comparable to the process 
undertaken in South Africa to overcome the divisions of 
apartheid. In the 1960s and 1970s, our country also was 
divided by civil strife. In some instances, these 
prisoners’ actions were in response to illegal 
government counterintelligence initiatives during those 
years; FBI agents indicted for counterintelligence 
excesses were pardoned by President Reagan, yet these 
prisoners have already served between 15 and 30 years. 















I ask you to grant the clemency petition in the interest of 
justice. These prisoners have already served longer 
sentences than they would have in any other 
industrialized nation; some of these sentences would be 
barred under the new federal sentencing guidelines; for 
some, their sentences were exacerbated or parole denied 
because of their political motivation. 













Finally, I hope that you will grant this clemency petition 
out of humane concerns. These are people who acted 
out of political conviction, who are aging in prison, who 
have suffered from a distance the loss of their friends 
and families. They are people who have suffered 
enough, and who have valuable contributions to make 
to their communities and to society upon their release.

What’s up? My name is Eleanor Gerber- 
Siff. P min 9th grade and a member of the Sparks 
Fly Committee. I was asked to get up here and tell 
you why I got involved in Sparks Fly this year. I 
thought that sounded sort of like a school assignment 
- but I’m gonna try to make it interesting. 


I’ve been an activist since I was but a glimmer in my 
mother’s eye, when she was a political prisoner at FCI 
Pleasanton twenty years ago. 


All my life P ve been going to demonstrations and visiting 
prisoners. It’s always been anormal family activity. “Hey, 
mom. I might get arrested tonight. Can you come pick me up 
from the station?”) We used to live in Atlanta, Georgia, and 
instead of trips to Disney World in Florida, our family took 
trips to Marianna, to visit Marilyn Buck, Silvia Baraldini, 
Laura Whitehorn and Susan Rosenberg. 


Now that we live in San Francisco, I visit 
Marilyn in Pleasanton. It’s a little depressing to see 

her, but I know it’s a thousand times more depressing for 
her, sol don’tlike to talk about that. Marilyn is a wonderful 
person and she is going to be stuck in that hell hole for the 
rest of her life unless each of us continues to work to free 
our political prisoners. 


I got involved in Sparks Fly cuz my mom told me stories — 


of prison life and how they didn’t have the things they 
needed that you don’t even think about. She told me once 
she had to steal contraband vitamins for a sick fellow 
inmate. The prison wouldn’t give this woman vitamins! I’m 
into healthy things and it seems pretty normal to me to take 
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generous contribution to cover our expenses. Because 
of this grant, all proceeds will go directly to the Women 
Political 


Prisoner Commissary Fund.

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ASSATA: Her Life in Cuba, Mumia, Activism 


(Excerpted from Black Radical Congress Newsletter) 


Assata Shakur is a former political prisoners who was 
liberated from prison in 1979, a heroic action for which both 
Silvia Baraldini and Marilyn Buck have been incarcerated. 
Assata became a Black Panther in the 1960s and was rapidly 
targeted by the FBI. As dozens of Party members were shot or 
incarcerated, Assata was arrested on numerous bogus 
charges, and was finally forced underground. She was 
captured in 1970 and accused of killing a New Jersey 
policeman, although medical testimony showed that she had 
been shot twice — once with her arms up in the air— and so 
could not possibly have shot anyone after that. Nevertheless, 


She spent 6 1/2 years in prison, 2 of them in sls. confine- 
ment. 


Following are excerpts from an interview given by Assata 
Shakur with delegates from Pastors for Peace, in Cuba, 
November 6. Transcription by Karen Lee Wald. 


In 1979 I was liberated by some friends, and in 1984 I 
came to Cuba, where I was united with my daughter and 


- was able to bond with her for the first time. And to begin 


healing the wounds. Here, I worked, studied, mothered 
and continued to be an activist. 


I found that Cuba was much different from the US; its 
government was genuinely trying to erase racism... 


Cuba is very important in that struggle, because Cuba is 
not only talking about racism in abstract terms, but 
connecting it with imperialism, which is the underlying 


something better and giving to other people... 


I had grown up at a time when people were being 
lynched, being attacked with water hoses. Becoming 
active and learning a different way of viewing my life was 
a healthy reaction to what I was seeing every day. I 
actually believed then and still believe that activism is 
fun! I think that the movement has done more for me as a 
human being than I will ever be able to do for the 
movement. Because there’s something nice about being 
able to go to sleep at night saying “You know, tomorrow 
Pm gonna get up and P’ m oot do this and I’m gonna 


ae do.that... 


I think that being. an activist on this planet is a privilege 
anda pleasure. 


-The survival of the movement around Mumia is 
absolutely one of the most important struggles that 
needs to be waged, that must be waged right now. And it 
is more and more obvious that the US government is 
willing to ...I don’t know, to set extraordinary bail for acts 
of civil disobedience. Some of the fines and bails have 
been out of this world in a so-called “free country”. 


But in spite of that I think that what the government can’t 
do is squash everybody. So what the main thrust needs 
to be right now is to incorporate as many people as 
possible into the struggle to save Mumia, and to do 
whatever is needed to save that man’s life. Because 
Mumia is not just one person. Mumia represents, at this 
particular time in history, opposition to the United States

ism real vice versa. 


When I came I had some very silly ideas, to be honest. 
My fantasy of Cuba was that everybody was going to 
be going around looking like Fidel, with green uniforms 
— and it was very different from my vision of how Cuba 
was going to be. I found that people had all kinds of 
levels of consciousness, all kinds of levels of education, 
but that Cubans in general were very educated politi- 
cally. I could go sit in a bus and get into a conversation 
with someone and that person had a wealth of knowl- 
edge. And energy! What most impressed me about 
Cuba was the optimism... 


... How DARE these 11 million people on this little island 
think they can change the way that this planet is going? 
How dare they think they can stand up against the 
United States? That they can have their own 
system....But that is the kind of magic of Cuba that 
people have this optimism, this pride, this belief —not- 
only in themselves but in other people. 


That to me has been one of the psychic vitamins that 
has fed me since I’ ve been here and that has taught me 
the power of people... [P]eople feel empowered to build 
this planet and to change it. And to contribute and feel 
privileged to do that. Feel that when they go to sleep at 
night that all is not in vain. There is some sense in living 


on this planet. That there is some beauty in Poeme 


le against imperial- _ industrial icorplex.. 
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` T think that struggling to save Mumia’s life will save 
many other people’s lives and in that struggle, we need 
to have a new definition of what justice is. A new 
definition of how people are treated in the society. And 
how people are not some kind of disposable item that 
you throw away, you destroy. You have a government 
that is sentencing 20-year-olds to life in prison without 
parole, for drug offenses. When you’re 20 years old and 
you sell, not even a huge quantity of drugs — we’re not 
talking about the dons or the godfathers or anybody else 
— we're talking about small quantities of drugs. And 
they write in the newspapers “This is a drug kingpin” 
and they sentence this person to life without parole. 


What kind of reality is that creating? What kind of future 
for the United States is that creating? If these people ever 
get out, who will they be? After years of watching 
beatings, tortures, suffering, you know what I’m saying? 

So think the struggle around Mumia is important, to 
defend all of those people-who are struggling against this 
systemyl think that the more that people feel they can 
WIN that struggle, that they can go to their neighbors, 

“that they can have signs on their blocks, that they can do 
things where they live, and not make it so abstract. Bring 
it home, take it to work, put a sign where you work. Take 
it to your church, to make it more and more a people’s 
struggle. I think people’s struggles are the only ones that 
in the long run cannot be defeated.

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A LIFER SPEAKS: Keep on Struggling

- I’ve just read “Death Penalty from a Lifer’s View" (see 
Fran ThompsonOOT issue #52). This letter sadden me to 
the point of tears. No one but no one should be willing to 
give their life just to escape certain conditions. 


I am a 32 year old Creole woman doing a life without 
[parole] sentence plus 10 +3+1 years. Those extra years 
alone should tell you how ridiculous this system is. Yes, 
sisters, I will most definitely die in here. The only thing I 
will not do is give up. 


You got to ask yourself why shorten a lifer’s sentence 
in the form of lethal injection? Why not just let that judge 
recall the lifer and shorten the sentence or the Parole 
Board. That and that alone should tell you we are noteven 
worth the bed space they so eagerly put us in. This system 
is too dangerous to be allowed that kind of power. Who 


would oversee this? Who would hold these Death tools? 


The wardens? The MTA? How many psych evaluations 
would they give, who would determine if you die or live. 
Sisters, that’s too many unanswered questions. What if 
you had a bad day, spilled your cup of coffee, ran out of 
cigarettes, got a bad letter, didn’t get no mail at all. Got a 
misconduct write up. Then you decide I want it to all end. 
You go sign up for that lethal crap. And the next day you 
are fine. Y ourealize it was justa bad day. You’ ve had worse 
before. Will they let you out of the contract you just 
signed??? 


Do other things. There is a solution to your problems. 
Too many times we won't use the solutions cause we don’t 


like them. If the ‘prison n gives youinsulin tablets twiceaday 


pee 
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(because you need them to live) yet d

proper diet to balance your meds, improvise, trade your 
meats and deserts for fruits and veggies, rice and bread. 
Write the food Manager to provide diabetes box/sac 
lunch to be picked up at breakfast and dinner. (It’s pos- 
sible he’s notaware). Gothrough their chain ofcommand. 
Get a chrono from a doctor. 


We have the same problems here. They overmedicate/ - 


undermedicate. They write you up for being late or a no 
show. Prison sucks. There are bad conditions in prison. 
But notall staff and medical are bad people. There are some 
who will go th. distance for you. Get to them. Write 
everyone. The chief Medical Officer. Try fora transfer to 
another prison. I really can’t say, cause Pm in CDC 
California Department of corrections. The so-called “Coun- 
try Club Prisons.” We have it all. But we fought for it all, 
too. : 

My main point is, sisters, nothing, no bad days or even 
bad weeks are worth choosing a lethal injection over any 


- condition. Look deep within and you will find strengths 


and tools to use. Keep your desire and will to live. And if 
there are others out there who feel like Fran, please know 
this letter is for you, too. 


Also, if there is ever a bill being brought to the public in 
favor of lethal injection to lifers, please, I beg of you, my 
sisters and brothers, write anyone and everyone you 
know asking them to support us in the fight against this. 
And please when you see another sister/brother on the 
yard or in the cell next to you who needs a shoulder, give 
them one of yours. We have to stand together.

Puerto Rican political prisonersand POWs have 
continued to fight against the US Navy occupa- 
tion of Vieques as part of the Puerto Rican 
independence struggle. In our ongoing support 
for the political prisoners we continue to report 
on events in Vieques. 


PPD candidate Sila Maria Calderon has be- 
come the first woman governor of PR. In her 
victory speech she spoke in favor of getting 
the Navy out of Vieques, and invited Inde- 
pendence Party leader Ruben Berrios to 
work withher on this. The PPD candidate for 
Resident Commissioneralso won, meaning «© — 
that murderer Carlos Romero Barcelo will 

not be representing PR in Washington and the candidate 
of the Vieques activists choice, PPD Damaso Garcia won in 
Vieques with almost 70% of the vote, despite the Navy’s 


Petition for Justice 


Miriam Ledesma has been a regular subscriber to Out 
of Time for years. She sent us a copy of a letter and 
petition for commutation of her sentence that she has 
submitted to president clinton. Laws that promised to 
take ‘drug kingpins’ out of business have been misused 
and fill the prisons with minor drug participants. 
Excerpts from Miriam’s letter are reprinted here. She 
hopes people will write letters of support to the 
president (before he leaves office) but send them to the 
U.S. Dept. of Justice, Office of the Pardon Attorney, 
Washington D.C. 20530 


Dear President Clinton: There was not alot of fanfare or 
media attention surrounding my case. I’m simply a Black 
woman who was denied justice by the District Court and the 
Appeals Court let this grave miscarriage of justice stand. 


I pled guilty to one count of my indictment upon the advice 
of my Counsel...I learned later [that] they were using the 
- entire amount mentioned to sentence me by. Since crack 
cocaine was my crime, iended up withan offense level 100 
times greater than for powdered cocaine...My other reason 
for asking forclemency is the great Disparity in my sentence 
and that of my Codefendant, who was just pardoned by 
you...he was crucial to the drug trafficking 
organization...nonetheless it was ME, the middle man, who 
received an excessive sentence. Which is why I’m seeking 
justice. 


During my incarceration I have taken extraordinary steps 
towards turning my life around. My efforts and rehabilita- 
tion in prison are factors I’d like you to consider. I partici- 
pated in organizations, Bible. Studies and 
counseling...received awards... taught classes...completed 
a program in Industrial Electronic Soldering and then tafght 
those classes to others. I’ve never had a Disciplinary 
Report. 


I won’ tsit and say I’m not guilty. What I will say is that 17 
1/2 years to serve for less than 1/2 Kilogram of Cocaine is 
indeed toolong. Therefore I’m asking for MERCY. That you 
commute my sentence to time served. As you have done for 
my codefendant.

My friend’s name is Helen 
Loheac...her son who is also in prison sends his mother $20 a 
month so she can have hygiene and popcorn from time to time. 


Helen needs eyeglasses. She had an exam and was told that 


her new prison glasses would cost her $180. Helen has no funds - 


to pay for the glasses...Helen is one of the oldest ladies in 
California State Prison: Shecannot draw her social’security or 
Widow’s pension or Veteran’s pension that she would be 
getting to help herself if she was not in prison... 


Ifanyone knows how Ms. Helen Loheac #W41465, Miller 
B111L, 16756 Chino Corona Rd. Corona, CA 92880 might 
get a pair of new tinted glasses, would you please contact her. 
Also, she has an Executive Clemency Petition that’s been 
sitting on Governor Gray Davis’ desk for over 3 years that goes 
unanswered. 


It would seem that since the CDC spends over $100,000. a 
year to keep Helen alive and in prison, they could make her a 
pair of prison glasses.

DOLORES HUERTA UPDATE 


Dolores Huerta, co-founder of the United Farm Workers 
and labor/human rights activist, was treated in late 
October fora bleeding ulcer. She was released from the 
hospital, then readmitted a few days later after suffering 


from extensive internal bleeding. Following surgery, 


she on life support for nine days, requiring 28 units of 
blood. She was released the last week in November.
